crushed, suffering a fracture of the 
fifth vertebrae, attendants said. 
Jack, also a resident of Tekamah, 


was unconscious when found and 
was brought to the hospital here. 
His most serious injuries are about 
his head, it was stated. He is ex- 
pected to recover. 
Latta was a grandson of the late 
James P. Latta, congressman from 
the third district. The family had 
planned to go to Montana next 
week to make their home.

Dashed Against Sea 
Wall in Lifeboats.

Little Band Exhausted 


By Fierce Battle in 


Face of Death. 


LEWES, Del, Aug. 23—0<P}—Blown 


to sea on the wings of a fifty-mile 
gale in one of the worst storms the 
Delaware bay has seen in years, 
forty men of the crew of the fishing 
boat Emily A. Foote stepped ashore 
here today with a dramatic and 
thrilling story of their experiences. 


Their 100-foot Delsel engine craft 


pounded to pieces beneath 
their 


feet and blown t > sea in two small 
boats, the exhausted crew fohnd 
safety earl j today only when their 
lifeboats crashed against the stone 
wall of the outer breakwater 
Helping each other up the slippery 


sea-washed walls, the little band 
walked three miles across the top of 
the wall to the harbor refuge light, 
where they huddled together until 
daybreak. 


Returning to Home Port. 


The vessel was returning to Lewes 


its home port, from a fishing expedi- 
tion up the Delaware bay and met 
the advance of a northeastern gale 
shortly before 10 o'clock last night 
Its loss is estimated at $100,000. 


Capt. John M. George, realizing it 


was impossible to make shore in the 
face of the temfic storm, ordered 
the anchor be thrown over, but his 
ship continued to drift toward the 
outer breakwater. Hardly had the 
order to man the lifeboats been giv- 
en when the vessel lost section after 
section of its deck, to be pounded to 
pieces by the waves. 


Megaphone in hand. 
Captain 


George directed the course of the 
two boats from a perilous position 
in his wn, -while the men tugged 
frantically at the oars in order to 
keep in view of each other. 


Boats Head Toward Sea. 


Mile by mile, those on board each 
certain they were being blown to 
then- deaths, the small boats headed 
toward sea. 


As the boats neared each other in 


the fog for brief periods 
Captain 


George repeated his shouts through 
the megaphone to keep within view

Nebraska cattlemen will market 


considerably fewer cattle this fall 
than they did in the fall of 1929, 
A. E. Anderson, state and federal 
crop statistician, said Saturday. 


"Ample feed supplies and finances 


will enable them to hold cattle off 
the unfavorable market," he said 
"Probably no other state is in a 
more favorable position from this 
standpoint than is Nebraska this 
year. 
"Range and hay prospects 
have 


been unusually good during the 
summer and even until the drouth 
condition was relieved by rains, the 
pastures and hay crops were fully 
normal If low prices should con- 
tinue through the fall season, cattle 
men will probably market less than 
three-fourths as many cattle as in 
the fall of 1929. In contrast to this,

Thi 
bureau explained that six other 
classes of unemployed were not in- 
cluded in the present total, but 
added that those "without a job 
able to work and looking for a job' 
unquestionably constituted the bulk 
of those to be listed as unemployed, 


Estimate 40 Per Cent Employed. 
Because 
tabulations 
have

been completed on the number of 
persons now gainfully employed, a 
definite comparison was not avail- 
able. The bureau estimated, how- 
ever, employed would approximate 
0 per cent of the total population. 
This would bring the number* idle 
o approximately 5 per cent of the 
normally employed population. 


By1 states, the percentage of job 
eekers ranged from 0.5 in South 
Dakota and Mississippi to 3.2 in 
Rhode Island and New Jersey and 
".3 in Michigan. 


Will Show Other Classes. 


The other classes to be coyered 


py the unemployment census in- 
lude those having jobs but laid 
ff without pay; persons unable to 
work; those having jobs and vol- 
:ntari!y idle, and vacationists and 
others drawing pay, but not at 
work. 


The group laid off without pay 


was considered particularly impor- 
tant in coal mining districts where 
the bureau reported a disposition 
on the part of miners to report 
themselves laid off rather than job- 
less, even though they have done 
no work for a long period. Many 
in the group were believed to be in 
the same economic status of the 
job-seekers. 
A good portion also 


was expected to represent workers 
laid off for short periods for seas- 
onal or other temporary reasons. 
Other classes were not considered 
important in consideration of the 
unemployment problem but will be 
included to avoid confusion.

W ASHINGTON, Aug. 23—(&)—A 
total of 2.508.151 able-bodied A m er­ 
icans. com prising 2 p er cent of the 
country's 
total 
p op ulation, 
was 
listed today by the census bureau 
as unem ployed last April and look ­ 
ing for work . 
T he total was announced on the 
basis of p relim inary returns from 
every section of the country. The 
bureau 
ex p lained 
tha t 
six 
other 
classes of unem ployed were not in­ 
cluded in 
the p resent total, but 
added tha t those “w ithout a Job, 
able to work and look ing for a job’’ 
unquestionably constituted the bulk 
of those to be listed as unem ployed. 
Estimate 40 Per Cent Emplo y ed. 
Because 
tabulations 
have 
not 
been com pleted on the num ber of 
persons now gainfully employed, 
a 
definite com p arison was not avail­ 
able. T he bureau estim ated, how­ 
ever. employed would ap p rox im ate 
40 p er re nt of the total p op ulation. 
T his would bring the num ber idle 
to ap p rox im ately 5 p er cent of the 
norm ally employed pop ulation. 
B y states, the p ercentage of Job 
seek ers ranged from 0.5 in South 
D ak ota and M ississippi to 
3.2 in 
R hode Island and New Jersey and 
3.3 in M ichigan. 
Will Sho w Other Classes. 
T he other classes to be coyered 
by the unem p loym ent census in­ 
clude those having jobs but laid

T he group laid off w ithout pay 
w'as considered p articularly im p or­ 
ta nt in coal m ining districts where 
the bureau rep orted a disposition 
on the p a rt of m iners to rep ort 
them selves laid off ra the r tha n job­ 
less, even though they have done 
no work for a long period. M any 
in the group were believed to be in 
the sam e economic status of the 
Job-seek ers. 
A good p ortion also

im p ortant in consideration of the 
unem p loym ent problem but will be 
included to avoid confusion.

Among 
these he cited increased customs 
receipts — temporarily reduced "be- 
causes of advance imports to antici- 
pate the new tariff law — increased 
construction at home and substan- 
tial payments on the debts of for- 
eign nations.

ANDREE AND HIS BALLOON 


In an old encylopcdia containing a thorough' de- 


tailed account of the development of aeronautics 
this paragraph-appears: 


"Scientific research by means of balloons has 


been undertaken in a number of instances, the 


most 
notable 
attempt, perhaps, in recent- years 


being that of the Arctic explorer Andree to reach 
the North Pole in the summer of 1397. As is well 
known the explorer and his companions perished 
without accomplishing anything. The most fruit- 
ful scientific lesults so far obtained by ballooning 
have come from: the study of magnetism, humidi- 
fy, temperature and chemical composition of the 
air at high altitudes." 
More than 100 years elapsed from the date when 


the first balloon was successfully launched in June, 


1783, 
by the Frenchmen, Ettinne and Joseph Mongol- 


fier, before its possibilities for Arctic exploration were 
visualized by Andree. In fact it was just 114 years 
after the City of Paris had been tremendously stirred 
and excited by the novelty of a silk bag about-35 feet 
in height, and inflated with gas, rising to a height 
of 1,500 feet an the air, that Andree and two asso- 
ciates put forth from the inhospitable and forbidding 
coast of Spitzbergen on a trip of adventure which 
caught the imagination of the entire world. 


As compared with the balloon of today Andree's 


ship by which he hoped to sail over the North Pole 
was most primitive. It would not have been intrust- 
ed with human life in recent years. 
What Andree 


sought to achieve in the construction of the balloon 
was a combination of the dirigible and the balloon. 
His long experience in the Arctic acquainted him with 
the fact that he would probably be faced with head- 
winds wliich would drive him back and far off from 
his course. In fact before the start of the fatal ex- 
pedition he had made a previous attempt and had 
been forced to turn to his base by contrary winds. 


Now thirty-three years later Andree's body, along 


with that of an associate, are found on an' island in 
the region of that land named after Fridtjof Nan- 
sen. Ke had covered less than two hours flying time 
for a modern airplane before he was forced to earth, 
presumably by storm and winds. 


Many attempts to solve the mystery of his disap- 


pearance reflect to unusual degree the dangers and 
perils of the Arctic. On one occasion a rescue party 
was less than forty miles from the barren spot where 
Andree's body was found. But forty miles of tor- 
tuous ice and snow under the facilities 
available 


when rescue parties were engaged to search for him 
meant days of painful travel and no one seemed to 
pick up his trail. 


With the discovery of his body it is revealed that 


Andree lived for some time after he had been com- 
pelled to bring ?ifs balloon to earth. There were the 
remains of a camp where he and at least one of the 
other men had lived for how many weeks or months, 
no one can say. It is one of the pitiful elements in 
the solution of the mystery, however, to find that the 
distinguished explorer mist have lived some time in 
the hopes of rescue. It is not difficult to appreciate 
the alternate hope and gloom which filled his heart. 


In startling contrast to the long delay before an 


attempt was made to utilize the balloon for explora- 
tion is the airplane. Less than thirty years after the 
Wright brothers had made their first flying machine, 
Rear Admiral Byrd had flown to the North and South 
Poles, and other aviators circling the globe had soared 
over uncharted areas of land and sea. The historian 
who attempts to do full justice to the marvelous ex- 
ploits of science in this period beginning with the 
present century will recount a narrative far more 
astonishing than any which came from the pen of a 
novelist. 
' 


Bear in mind that the work which newspapers are 


doing is that of discovering and publishing facts, so 
that the people may know what is going on in the 
world; whereas, lawyers are employed in many cases 
to prevent facts 
from 
coming to light. The in- 


terest of newspapers— is to ascertain and print the 
truth; that of attorneys often lies in the opposite 
direction—the frustration of justice by resorting to 
technicalities. 


It sometimes happens 
that newspaper men are 


able to get information regarding matters of great 
importance to the public, from persons who know 
the facts but who might suffer reprisals in business 
or even have their lives endangered if it became 
known that the disclosures came from them. Many 
times, when police officials and prosecuting, attorneys 
have fallen down on their jobs, reporters have gone 
out and by independent 
investigation cleared up 


crime mysteries through their knowledge of the un- 
derworld. Instances have not been uncommon where 
trails of corrupt partnership with criminals were un- 
covered leading to the doors of the very officials who 
were supposed to be safeguarding society. 


Of course, when anything like that happens and 


the game has been "queered" 
through 
newspaper 


exposures, the guilty politicians and the lawbreakers 
enjoying their secret protection and help are very 
anxious to find out who betrayed them. A favorite 
method of procedure on their part is to summon 
newspaper reporters into court and demand that they 
tell where they got their facts. It is to the honor 
and credit of the journalistic profession that, as a 
rule, its members almost invariably refuse to violate 
the confidence placed in them. Sometimes they go 
to jail for doing this, under rules and practices con- 
cocted and enforced by lawyers; but 
they would 


rather do this than aid an inquisition which has no 
;ood purpose. 


To say that a hired legal practitioner, whose main 


object is to earn his fee, has a right to hold back in 
court his knowledge of the guilt of a client whom he 
is attempting to prove innocent, while a newspaper- 
man must reveal his sources of information, even 
though in so doing he would subject innocent people 
to reprisal by their enemies, is to pervert the basic 
principles of law, equity, justice and fair play.

The breakdown in the industrial pace from which 


business is gradually recovering at the present time 
may prove in the long run to be a good thing. It 
'ocused attention on the necessity of wiser planning 
of business for the future. 
It directed the eyes of 


many minds to the necessity of a (Soser adjustment 
n business policy to distribute work over even periods 
n the interests of sure employment. 


While that commercial breakdown brought great 


distress in. its wake, it cannot all be attributed to the 
weakness of administration of the financial powers 
if the nation. The average American was bloated by 
irosperfty occasioned by war and even post-war in- 
lation of advantages to this country while other na- 
ions foundered in efforts at rehabilitation of ftat- 
ered resources. We lost our sense of value. We for- 
ot the necessity of menial work, of hard work, of 
riving energy applied vigorously to unpleasant tasks 
hat had to be done. 
High wages and shorter hours are a desired ac- 
ompaniment of technological improvements in in- 
ustry. But they cannot be accompanied by refusal 
o perform necessary tasks if American life is to sur- 
ive. 
There are thousands of unemployed in this 


ountry today, honestly anxious for work as well as 
or jobs. There are other thousands 
unwilling to 


•ork unless they can pick their task, set their hours, 
nd be paid more than tbe present industrial situa- 
ion warrants. 
America's unemployment problem cannot be entirely 


olved without co-operation of those responsible lor 
roth causes. Better administration of industry is a 
rimary necessity to spare the honest worker the 
ains and 
suffering 
of unemployment. 
A more 


•holesome willingness of great masses of the popula- 
icn to do work that needs to be done instead of rc- 
v-ing on charity and hopes for "a better job" is an 
qually prime need for restoring normal conditions in 
his country.
